But, of course, 
the pipes are never all stripped at the ~ane 
time, the ice towers being iv all sages of 
formation, The faciery hae a capacity of 
thirty-tive tous per day, but twenty tons 
keep pace with the demand, and isn't 
stored, bus cut every day as it ix delivered, 
and it ~ells at from teu duidars to twelse dul 
lars per ton.
